With Confessed Crooks. 


New York, Nov. 2.—To 
find 
out 
whether President Taft and hi* ad­ 
viser* intend to back Collector I a >e b 
In the policy of protecting confessed 
customs thieves, Importers who have 
been connected with the graft ring in 
the customs service are planning to 
send legal representatives to Wash­ 
ington. 
It was learned also that a number of 
officials of the New 
York 
customs 
house, whose records have been clean, 
would Ilk** to obtain from th** Presi­ 
dent some assurance that they will 
not have to stultify themselves by 
working with crooks. 
They have in­ 
terested United States senators and 
several cabinet officials in their case 
against Mr. Loeb, 
There are a number of importers 
who have received the tip that they 
are to be prosecuted for participation 
in, or conniving af, fraud. 
They have 
heard that the government 
has 
in 
preparation more than IOO cases deal­ 
ing w ith organized thh very. 
Their 
attitude is, simply, that if they are to 
be brought to court they want to see 
the crooks within the service pun­ 
ished, not rewarded. 
As matters stand, they have been 
reluctant to give any Information to 
United States District Attorney Wise 
or to the government’s special prose­ 
cutors. 
They don’t see where they 
are headed. 
A few days ago an im­ 
porter was sent to jail ami tin* cus­ 
toms men who had testified against 
him were protected from punishment 
and retained in their Jobs, although 
they confessed before Judge Holt that 
they were guilty of th* same crime of 
which the importer was guilty. 
The 
importers who ar* 
in an awkward 
situation believe that they have noth­ 
ing else to expect if the President ap- ( 
proves of Mr. Loeb’s course; but they 
don’t believe that .Mr. Taft will stand 
for the protection of th** criminals. 
The government is about to get ac­ 
tion on a mass of eases and the Im­ 
porters whose nanu s will be brought 
into them- cases are anxious to get 
some word as to the ultimate |>ollcy 
of tin government, 
if the President 
repudiates Collector Loc b’s scheme. 
the importers think there is a chance 
to get a square <1* a1 ut least. 
Within th** service there ar** a far 
greater number of men Interested in 
what th** President will do when he 
gets back to Washington. 
Th** honest 
customs officials ar** 
disturbed 
and 
angry over th** collector’s bargaining 
with thieves, 
Bom** of 
these 
men 
have been retarded in promotion and 
threatened with violence by th** breed 
of thieves that Mr. Loeb is keeping 
in office. They knew that th** customs 
service was rotten. 
They knew that 
they were touching 
shoulders 
with 
crooks every day. 
Few of them com­ 
plained. because th** 
|x>w**r of 
th** 
graft system was so great that it could 
force them out <>f th** service. 
Now, 
as they say, that there Is a chance of 
burning out the Infection, they would 
like to see It done. 
’•Experience baa taught us,” said a 
customs man, "that bargaining with 
crooks will mean new life for the

system.

ago Dolleetor Loeb replied to a public 
rebuke by United States Judge Holt 
w ith a statement in which he assumed 
the responsibility aud explained his 
reasons for befriending and reward­ 
ing men that have been stealing from 
the United States and marking down 
importers for tribute.
